The Food Problem 


Local authorities are powerless 
to solve Shanghai's problems, and 
have made only fumbling efforts 
to do so. 

One ever urgent need is food— 
rice for the 4,900,000 Chinese resi- 
dents. There is still plenty of 
champagne for the foreigners who 
ean afford i, oceans of, whiskey 
and an abundance of ‘imported 
fruits and vegetables. But there 
ts too little rice. 

The shortage is partly the fault 
of wealthy Chinese profiteers, but 
mostly the result of Japanese po- 
licy, Rice grows in abundance 
within a few) miles of Shanghai, 
but most of the rice eaten there 
comes from French Indo-China 
The Japanese are taking Chinese 
rice for their own people, for one 
thing, and when they do atlow 
rice to come’ through their land 
blockade of Shanghai they extort 
exorbitant “taxes’—taxes which 
never find their way into anv 
recognised treasury but line the 
soldiers’ pockets. 

The cost of this basic Chinese 
food ts now as much as 800 per 
cent above its pre-war level. It 
takes over Ch.$100 to feed four 
people for a month, and the aver- 
age Chinese worker or clerk sel- 
dom sees that much money at one 
time.

The Export Ban 


The most recent blow was an 
applicat on of the United States 
licensing export system to Shang- 
hai. This move was taken by 
Washington primarily to keep im- 
portant American products from 
reaching Germany and Frat 
through Shanghal, But the Ameri- ¢t 
can business community in Shang- | 
hai -and all industry there--has | 
been caught in the nutcracker of 
American policy. 

Busineas spokesmen report 
that every one of the 200 
American firms in Shanghai is 
affected directly or indirectly by 
the licensing ban. Unlesg it is 
relaxed, they report, the entire 
United States business commun- 
Ity in the Far East “will be 
wiped out.” 

American businessmen say they 
are in sympathy with Washing- 
ton's policy, but they believe the 
ban should be loosened sufficient- 
ly to permit fulfilment of legitim- 
ate trade and industrial orders in 
Shanghai, They point out that it 
is useless to apply the licence em- 
bargo to Shanghai while leaving 
the Philippines “wide open” — for 
re-export of American goods to 
Japan and Germany.

NEW RICH 
CLASS IN 
CHINA 


A new moneyed class 
has sprung up in unoccu- 
pied China as an out- 
growth of the Sino- 
Japanese war. 


Its members are ricksha men, 
chauffeuws, carters, burdén = car- 
riers and day labourers engaged in 
transporting goods from the sea- 
coast to west China, They are 
eurning the unprecedented — for 
China - - wages of Ch, $8 and $10 
daily. Before the war they aver- 
aged about that much monthly. 

Chauffeurs are the plutocrats in 
this new society, especially those 
who drive the heavy trucks which 
bring supplies from the China-, 
Burma border to Chungking over 
the hazardous Burma road. For 
one such trip they realise from 
Ch. $800 to $1,000, a fortune to 
the average Chinese. A well paid 
chauffeur in Shanghai — earns 
Ch.$80 a month, the equivalent of 
US$4. 

The growing wealth of the 
transportation workers is one 
phase of a social readjustment 
which is evident everywhere in 
Free China to-day. With. prices 
rising excessively, the salaried and 
professional classes are having 
difficult times, since their incomes 
have not increased. Their .dol- 
lars are worth only one-fourth of 
their pre-war values.—Associated 
Press. ,

America society, a chap friendly 
to the United States through the 
years,

Tokyo. ; 
Hashimoto spent many weeks 

touring through the United States,.

While 
he says nothing about the persons 
with whom he talked, he definite- 
ly conferred with some of the 
most: powerful business, financial 
and government leaders in both 
Washington and New York.

little extra sugar in the house- 
hold is something to boast about. 

“Scrap iron is seen everywhere 
in America,” he writes. ‘America 
hus no time to pay any attention 
to old things. She advances with 
new things. I told a friend, of 
mine it would be easy for Japan 
and the United States to be friend- 
ly and cooperate An exchanging 
what they have. 


Japanese Too 
Impatient 


“But Japan may not be able to 
use America's abundant natural 
resources as long as the twu 
nations are opposing each 
other. In my opinion the Japan- 
ese are too impatient. They are 
mad because America has so 
much of natural richness and re- 
sources. The Japanese are too 
envious.” 

Hashimoto turns from his des- 
cription of the economic wealth 
of America to his experiences at 
the inauguration of President 
Roosevelt, and there again he 
found a sentiment entirely differ~ 
ent from what he had expected. 

Hashimoto said. he naturally 
thought.

The flight of Rudolf 
Hess to Britain, by 
virtue of his position in 
the German hierarchy, 
has such possibilities that 
the world remains gasp- 
ing and conjecturing as 
to the underlying ex- 
planation. 

Until Mr. Churchill 
makes his promised 
statement, there can be 
no dependable clue to the 
exact reason for the 
desperate action. The 
attempt of the Nazis to 
discredit any statement 
he may make by urging 
his insanity is useless. 
They cannot overcome the 

known fact that until a 

few days ago he was tak- 

ing a prominent part in 
public life. He figured on 
the programme arranged 
for the birthday celebra- 
tions in honour of Hitler, 
delivering an eulogy on 
the Fuehrer on that occa- 
sion, and on May Ist he 
addressed employees of 
an armament factory at 

Augsburg. If Hess, 
Deputy - Fuehrer and 
third most important 
official in the German 
Reich, suffered from 
mental derangement of 
any sort as the Berlin 
broadcast tried to in- 
sinuate, the question 
must naturally arise why 
such an unstable person 
was permitted to 
hold extremely respon- 
sible posts for so many 
years and permitted to 
make decisions vitally 
affecting the party. 

The theory that his 
flight indicates dissen- 
sion amongst the party 
leaders seemed __ surely 
based. It has been cate- 
gorically denied in Eng- 
land that he carried 
proposals from the Ger- 
man Government. He 
obviously left Germany 
without the knowledge or 
approval of his Govern- 
ment. His defection is a 
loss and potentially dan- 
gerous.

Where now is Europe? Ags the 
scene of battle shifts to the other 
side of the Mediterranean, the 
Continent seems left: behind | in 
more senses than one, Britain is 
stil waging there a war of block- 
ade, which we propose to tighten 
to the limit.

If in such 
circumstances the Lavals and de 
Brinons have failed to speed u 
a policy of “collaboration” wi 
Germany, resistance must be very 
strong, from the old Marshal down 
lo wives of the war prisoners. It 
is inconceivable that France should 
Nght Britain -. and inevitable 
that the Germans will use every 
means to coerce her, The re~ 
emergence of this tragic issue 
shows how literaNy the war for , 
Europe is merely — transferred to}: 
North Africa.

WHILE NOBODY in Great Britain will agree 
with W. T. Tilden that amateur and International 
tennis will not recover after the war, there are many 
who believe that it will take longer to get back to 
normal if junior talent is not encouraged says a 


Home correspondent. 


Compared with other sports 
very little has been done in this 
respect ald, not unnaturally, the 
enthusiasts are asking why not? 
It is pointed out that the ruling 
body should do more than issue @ 
statement requesting clubs to en- 
courage junior talent, What is 
wanted is for the Lawn Tennis 
Association to spend some of their 
many thousands of pounds, which 
amateur tennis has helped te put 


thing more concrete than placing 
the responsibility with clubs. 


Quite a number of clubs do not 
possess the finances to promote 
tournaments, although they would 
be quite willing to make very 
satisfactory arrangements if they 
had the wherewithal. 


Club Is Doomed 


There is the case of one club 
which is in serious danger of hav~- 
ing to close down. A few pounds 
would allow them to carry on and, 
perhaps. play a part in keeping & 
standard of tennis that will help 
in the post-war comeback, But, 
although during their existence 
they have paid a good few pounds 
to the Lawn Tennis Association, 
neither that body nor the country 
association can make any advance 
to save this club from closing 
down 


Of course the L.TLA. have an 
puswer and, to them, a satisfactory 
one, They cannot very well assist 
one cub without dozens of others 
probably expecting the same treat- 
ment. [f this were given the cash 
in hand woukd vanish very quick - 
ly. There must be a way, hows 
ever, of considering, every case in 
detail and treating them accord- 
ing to their merits, At the mo- 
ment the Association has quite a 
large sum out in loans to clubs, 
who have been granted a mora- 
toriuin until after the war. 


Meanwhile the L.T.A. have va- 
cated their old time offices, the 
lease of which has expired, but 
work, goes on at a private re- 
sidence and an executive  com- 
mittee, to deal with any war-time 
questions, meets vnce a month. 
Their first question at a next 
meeting should be connected with 
a nationwide move to give junior 
players a chance this Summer. 


A war-time “Wimbledon” can- 
not be expected, but there could 
be some sort of junior champion- 
ship, with district quatifying tour- 
naments throughout the country.
